THE: GITY ELECTION

MANY NEW OFFICIALS TO BE
ELECTED—REVENUE SHORT-
AGE TO BE FACED.

As the time for the annual election
draws near, interest is beginning to
be manifested in some circles, and
probable candidates are being chosen.
This year a mayor, four councilmes,
and a treasurer are to be elected,
three of the councilmen for a term
of two years,

Heveral names have been men-
tioned for mayor, but the most pro-
bable candidate, and one that seems
to be a favorite, Is W. F. Homan,
cashier of the Ontario National bank.
Mr. Homan s now & councilman,
whose term will shortly expire. He
has been (dentifled with city affairs
long enough to thoroughly wunder-
stand what will be required of the
incoming administration,

Councllmen whose terms will ex-
pire are Boyer, Dorman, Spencer and
Homan. A, W. Trow Is the present
mayor and C. C. Platt is the treasur-
er. Peterson and Fraser are hold-
over councilmen. Mayor Trow has
announcoed that he would positively
not be a candidate for re-election,
Upon the new administration will
fall the job of arranging the affairs

of the city upon an entirely new basis,

The anti-saloon law which goes into
effect January 1st., will automasleally
reduce the revenue of the city about
$8,000.00. Until recently it was
supposed that this shortage could be
made up by ralsing the tax levy. But
a new state law, passed at the last
sesslon of the legislature, prohibits
this. The new law provides that
